The n ew law is in ten d ed to d o away 
with the su bstitu tes as fa r as p o s­ 
sible an d eq u alize the ho u rs.

o n e mile so u th o f Man illa, mad e a 
d astard ly attemp t Wed n esd ay after­ 
n o o n to wreak v en gean ce o n him an d 
the members o f his family , say s the 
Shelby v ille Demo crat. 
Lu ckily their 
effo rts were n o t cro wn ed with su c­ 
cess, bu t the members o f the Kn ey 
family had a 
n arro w 
escap e fro m 
what might hav e been an awfu l fate. 
That the members o f the Kn ey family 
su ffered n o ill resu lts fro m the v isits 
o f the in tru d er is attribu ted to the 
fact that traces o f their 
v isit were 
d isco v ered by Mrs. Kn ey who in sti­ 
tu ted an in v estigatio n . 
Du rin g the absen ce o f the members 
o f the Kn ey family p erso n s 
gain ed 
en tran ce to the ho u se thro u gh a sid e 
win d o w. 
Walkin g to the kitchen the 
in tru d er p o u red a large amo u n t o f 
q u icksilv er in a ja r o f ho me-mad e 
y east an d then to o k their d ep artu re. 
Mrs. Kn ey sp en t the aftern o o n in the 
gard en while her hu sban d an d his 
hired han d were at wo rk o n an o ther 
p art o f the farm. 
That the bru tes had laid their p lan s 
well an d were acq u ain ted with their 
su rro u n d in gs, is attested by the d e­ 
v elo p men ts that came to light after 
their v isit. No o n e saw them en ter o r 
eav e the ho u se, bu t the co mmo n su p ­ 
p o sitio n is that the d eed was p erp e­ 
trated by so me o n e liv in g in the 
n eighbo rho o d . 
When Mrs. Kn ey retu rn ed to the 
ho u se she to o k d o wn the ja r an d 
p o u red o u t p art o f its co n ten ts p re­ 
p arato ry to bakin g bread . As she was 
p rep arin g to p u t the bread in the 
o v en , she n o ticed a fo reign lo o kin g 
su bstan ce in rhe bo tto m o f the p an . 
Her cu rio sity was aro u sed an d she 
mad e an in v estigatio n . 
She was ig­ 
n o ran t o f the co mp o sitio n 
o f 
the 
su bstan ce an d called her hu sban d to 
the ho u se. Mr. Kn ey was n o t able to 
tell what it was, an d after callin g in 
sev eral o ther p erso n s witho u t ascer­ 
tain in g its co mp o sitio n , it was d e­ 
cid ed to take the p an o f bread to the 
o ffice o f Dr. W. E. Ramu m, in Ma­ 
n illa. 
After makin g an ex amin atio n the 
p hy sician p ro n o u n ced the su bstan ce 
q u icksilv er. 
The tru th then d awn ed 
su d d en ly o n their min d s that so me 
bo ld en emy had v isited their ho me 
d u rin g the aftern o o n an d had p laced 
the q u icksilv er in the ja r o f y east. 
An in v estigatio n mad e by them o n 
their retu rn ho me p ro v ed that this 
theo ry was 
co rrect. 
The win d o w 
where the p erso n s en tered the ho u se 
w’as still o p en an d tracks were p lain ly 
v isible o n the flo o r o f the ro o m where 
en tran ce was gain ed to the ho u se. 
Qu icksilv er is a 
po iso no us su b­ 
stance and if taken inwardly in larg e 
quantities there is dang er o f fatal re­ 
su lts. 
It is so metimes used by phy ­ 
sicians as a medicine, but is nev er 
g iv en in larg e quantities.

Strong Guard Necessary to 


Protect Execution. 


Paris, July 1.—The Guerre Sociale 
issued a violen t paper in vitin g all 
workmen an d Socialists to meet at the 
San ta prison , where Lisheuf was g uil­ 
lotin ed at daybreak today for murder 
in g a policeman . 
Prefect Lepin e has 
tily drew up a plan to resist an y pos­ 
sible attempted in vasion of the pre­ 
cin cts of the prison or the g uillotin e. 
The oldest journ alists in Paris do n ot 
remember an ex ecution which has ex ­ 
cited such deep in terest an d such 
fierce con troversy. 
Late last n ig ht thousan ds of per­ 
son s wen ded their way to the Boule­ 
vard Arag o. 
The police an d troops 
were mustered in stron g force, an d un ­ 
usual precaution s were taken ag ain st 
an y overt act by a mob. 
It was re­ 
ported that Socialists had decided to 
seize the g uillotin e an d throw it in to 
the Sein e, an d also that they in ten ded 
to attack the soldiers an d police. The 
g uillotin e, in a clod wag on , arrived at 
the prison late at n ig ht, escorted by 
moun ted troops with drawn swords. 
Ex ecution er 
Deibler an d 
his aides 
promptly set it in place an d tested it. 
The crowd beg an to g row un ruly an d 
the police ex ten ded their lin es an d 
roug hly preven ted an yon e without au­ 
thority from passin g them. 
The disorder in creased as the hour 
for the ex ecution approached. 
The 
cavalry made a series of charg es on 
the crowd, an d the police used their 
fists with vig or. 
More than eig hty 
men were so badly in jured that they 
were taken to hospitals. 
The mob 
open ly men aced Presiden t Fallieres 
with death in the n ear future for sig n ­ 
in g the death warran t of the man . 
Leisuef, who did no t sleep during 
the night, receiv ed with serenity the 
no tice that the time had co me fo r him 
to die. 
He walked in a deliberate 
manner to the guillo tine, sho uting, “ I 
pro test against my ex ecutio n.”
